Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission Given Wider 
Latitude. 



FEW PASSES ALLOWED. 



Senate Amendment includes 
Oil Pipe Lines and Com- 
mon Carriers. 



Washington, May 21.— The princi- 
il purpo.se of the Railroad Rate Bill, 
passed Saturday, is to permit the 
Interstate Commerce Commi.s.*ion to 
fix rates. The provision conferring 
this sathority is found in the fourth 
8ecti(i^ 6f the bill, which amends 
tectioii^S ot the interstate commerce 
mita, to accomplish this result. 
TtWiMition directs the commission 
taki^lKigate complaints of unjust 
and ^reasonable charges on the 
part of common carriers in the trans- 
portation of persons or property or 
of regulations or of practices affect- 
ing such charges. It al.«o authorizes 
an inquiry as to whether the rates 
or practices are unjustly discrimina- 
tory or unduly preferential or prej- 
udicial or otherwise in violation of 
the act, and in case any of these 
conditions are found to exist the 
commission is empowered to deter- 
mine and pre.'scribe what will be the 
just and reasonable maximum rate 
and what regulation or pmctice is 
just, reasonable and fair.

( Uher provisions extend the dt- 
lion of the word railroads so as to 
make it include switches, spurs, 
tracks, terminal facilities, freight 
depots, yards and grounds and de- 
fines the word "transportation" st 
as to make it embrace cars and other 
facilities for shipment or carriage, 
"irrespective of ownership or of an> 
contract," the intention being to 
make the railroads responsible for 
all special car service. It is made 
the duty of carriers to furnish spec- 
ial car service upon rea.^onable re- 
quest. 

Senate amendments include oil 
pipe lines, express companies and 
shipping car companies under the 
head of "common carriers" and 
make them amenable to the require 
ments of the bill. Other Senate 
modifications prohibit the issuance 
of passes or the granting of special 
favors to one class of passengers 
over another; prohibit railroad com- 
panies from transporting commodi- 
ties produced by themselves; require 
such companies to put in switches at 
the reasonable request of shippers; 
prohibit the granting or acceptance 
of rebates and reinstate the impris- 
onment penalty for violation of the 
law. 

Report Requirements. 

There are also changes in the law 
relative to the reports to be required 
of common carriers and a penalty 
of $100 a day is imposed for failure 
to comply with the report require- 
ments. 

The commission Is given access to 
the accounts of the companies, affect- 
ed by the act, but the examiners are 
forbidden under penal^ of heavy 
fine and long imprisonment from di- 
ulging the facts ascertained.

What Oxford has to give a student Is of 
a nature quite different from what any 
American, French or German university 
can offer." And then the writer goes 
on to tell us that the Oxford degree does 
not mean that so many dusty tomes have 
t>een digsstad, as that a life of "singular 
suggMtiTensas, charm and potency has 
been lived for at least three years." One 
gathers that the Oxford atmosphere 
makes for culture, that this culture must 
be alworbed, cannot be bolted. 

He mentions that not a few ot the 
American Rhodes scholars have found 
fault with conditions that allow a nan 
to shirk if he has a mind that way, and 
grants that the man may shirk for a 
reason, but sooner or later will have to 
make up for lost time— that is, If he de- 
Sires to get a degree of the sort to which 
any honor at all attaches. At Oxford 
there are pass schools and honor schools, 
the former apparently designed for 
tffose that wish to procure a degree at 
very little trouble. Bui a pass d'>gree is 
not well esteemed, and ;i student with 
any ambition at all tries for th<- cUgr' e 
in the honor schools. 

The tutor system is considered a 
mdkt excellent feature of Oxford life. 
A student beginning work of his final 
school is assigned to a tutor who con- 
tinues his special guide and mentor 
until his degree is received. The tutor 
advises the student as to the work he 
ought to do, the lectures attend, and 
gives him a long list of books; once a 
week the tutor meets his group of stu-

foreign profeuora, particularly from 
Germany, to come to this country to 
deliver lectures and Instruction, but 
theae invitations have always been mort 
or less personal, and rested on no per- 
manent foundation and were not 
worked out on any preconceived plan. 

The idea underlying the present 
scheme is the establishment in the 
University of Berlin, the greatest and 
most influentlBl of (Jernian univer- 
sities, of a chair from which every 
year a course of lectures on AniericJi, 
American life, or American institu- 
tions may be delivered lo the German 
students in their own language by a 
competent American scholar. 

Three points differentiate the Roose- 
velt chair from other exchanges of 
professors. In the first place, through 
the generosity of James Speyer, the 
chair will be permanent, in the sec- 
ond place, it will be Incumbent on the 
lecturer to speak in German, not In 
English. In the third plats, the sub- 
jects to be covered from year to year 
will be carefully chosen to represent a 
systematic course in American civ- 
ilization. 

In outlining the courses as planned 
for the next three years President But- 
ler, of Columbia university, says: 

In 1906-7 the subject presented will 
be "The Origin and Ileveloimient of the 
American Constiuitidii." The prol'essor- 
Bhip for that y"ar win be held by Prof, 
.loiin \V. Hiirn'-.;s, who for Z^) years has 
been iirote.sscir ol fxjiitical science and 
constitutional law in Columbia, and 
from its foundation dean of the fac- 
of political science. He is ac- 
knowledged to be an authority on the 
bject. 

he will take with him as part of his 
scientific apparatus a workinf library 
of several hundred volumes, including 
a full set of the United States supreme 
court reports, standard histories of 
the United States, ^nd other works, all 
of which will be at the service of the 
ud^ntB following bis course. 
His duties will consist of a univer- 
sity eourse of lectures oa "American 
Itutlonal History," delivered twice 
weekly in the German language, and a 
seminar, with one weekly seaalon of 
two hours, tor the benefit of advaqevt 
and special studente wbo wtab to jNvr- 
Bue the subject further and In detidl. 
It is hoped that his lectures may\,b« 
published in Germany as a.piBrittaiient 
memorial of the first yeiyija wojrtc of 
the new foundation. ' ^ 

In 1907-ji "American i5conomlc His- 
tory and Progress" will be dealt with. 
A lending economist will be appointed 
who will trace the economic history ol 
the United States, in many ways so dif- 
ferent from that of Kurope, and will 
examine scientifically the most press- 
ing and contemporary problems. Un- 
doubtedly he will cover the American 
tariff system, the railway and trans- 
portation problem, the currency Ques- 
tion, the relations of labor and cap- 
ital, and the organization of trusts and 
the like. 

In 1908-9 the subject will be "The j 
Ethical Problems of the United States," ' 
and the whole field of social and per- j 
sonal ethics will be c(msidered. In i 
latar years Aperican industriiil and 
commercial development, e.iiK.iti.m, 
contributions to literature an i ^ i 
are to be set forth, and then . ! • : 
lime the cycle will be resnni..!.
